“There i justly placed great relinnce
upon generanl educntion, vel it is woe-
fully ot fault in that It I8 almost en-
tirely devoted to the mental and intel-
jectunl. The mind does pot constitute
the whaole man, but ashould be allied with
the splritual and physioal, Now I want
to make an asgertion which Is not in-
tended to volte the sentiment of the
cluly, but which 1 make on my own re-
gponsibility: ‘Present education is al-
most useless in after e Pacls and
not theory prove that stutement. Our
vouth Is educated almost entively on
mental ves, yet 90 per cent. later earn
thelr lving by manual labor,

U1 make bold tp say— and am not
nlone in the oplnion—that tho present
want and depression in a land of plenty
Ig due to over cultivation of the mind,
The problem g, How to furnish work?

erg and tench them employment.”

Colonel Holeg cxplrined that Freder-
lek Pratt, one of the helrs of the Pratt
eslate that maintning the famed Pratt
Palyechinle Institute, of Brooklyn, was
prevented from being present by an at-
tnek of typhold fever, However, he had
dlctated his views which would be rewd
by General Secretary Miller, of the
Twenty-third street, New York, Young
Men's Phristlan ‘assoclation. Colonel
Boles explained that Mr, Miller was the
specially gelected emissary of Mr, Pratt,
and that the other internntional officers
of the Young Men's Chrlstlun nesocla-
tlon present wers well qualifled to lu-
troduce the discussion,

The reference of Colonel Boles to the
identity and repulé of the guests from
abroad wns the first inkling of the real
purpose of the meeting, Though, In the
disenssions which followed no spocinl
statement wns made In régard to the
needs of i manual tralning departinent
in the Bernnton nssosintlon, It was
plain to those assembled that the mnt-
ter was balng presented them with a
view toward securing thelr interest and
gupport In the future.

ALy, Pratt's paper, read by Mr, Miller, |

was as follows!:

What Industrial Tralning Ts.

There seems (0 be a general mistindoar-
stunding regarding the metming of the
term  “Industeinl Educution” This mis-
ynderstanding has been largely bhrought
about by the fuct that we hive been try-
e to adjust our edocation as our n-h.
glon to the changed conditions of mod-
arn life.

The real problem of Industrial or tech-
nlenl edueation i that of adapting odu-
pition to practical nesds of life. To be
more definlte, Industrial education Ir not
mere tralning in handleraft, though that
I% Important, nor tealning In technienl
knowledge, though that Is also cssentiul—
It 18 rather that bLroader understanding
of Industrinl lfe, with Its possibilities, |ts
limitotlons and 1ts demands, It i the
tradining in the abllity to =ee, to think,
und to do—and not by the hewd only, but
by thoe heart unil hand as well; therofore
It makos but Htthe difference whether thils
tralning takes the form of art , of solence,
or of commerce, or whether It {8 tnught in
thestudio, the lnboratory or the office,

In this country, at least, the term “in-
dustrinl education” has recelved (wo dis-
tinet applications: ‘The first, to genernl
publie school work, where It has reccelved
the name of “muanual training.' Hrielly,
it means, the addition of shopwork and
drawing to the regular studles, with the
Idei of supplementing the selence, mathe-
mutics, history and English with that
other training which will turn out all-
rounded mem We must never forgst
that the public school hos no right Lo
tonch trades, but it has o right, and, fur.
ther, It l& the duty to traln thoee stu-
dents who, In less than one generation
will govern this country, in habits of com-
plete Hving and dolng.

sRducated labor,' sald Mr. Miller,

in public schools only elght engage in
mercantile or  professional  pursults,
and but Httle 1 done to fortify the other
pinety-two for earning an exlstence,

After rehearsing the success of In-
dustrinl  departments of the Young
Men's Christian assoclation and a ref-
erence to the growing popularity of the
principles of munual tralning among
thinking men Mr, Miller 8ald: *"The
alm I8 to Increase the producing class
and not the consuming class, gnd that
wim should commend itself of Ita own
Impetus,'™

Genernl Secretary Hicks, of the rall-
rond department of the Internationsl
committes, confined his remarks to the
rallroad members of the Young Men's
Christinn nssoolation, who, he sald, oc-
cupy positions of greater responsibility
thiun any other class of men, He re-
| fered to the eorporate support of the
rillroad companies and guoted the In-
topstate Commerce commisslon’s refers
sne ta the Rallroad Department of the
Young Men's Christlan assoclation as
being “worthy of support an the lowest
vecunlary grounds of self-interest.”

7. V. Powderly delivered a stirring
addresg and dealt with the great evils
attendant upon unrestricted Immigra-
tion and declared that the duy must
come when no man would bhe nllowed
the privileges of eltlzenship unless he
| was able to read the constitution of the
country In the language of the country
and be able to say what It meant, He
did not entertain any feeling agalnst
these men nor deprecate thelr moral
worth, but how conld they know the
duties and respongibilities of American
citizens, when they were unable to
gpenk or read the language of the
country and of the constitution. Here
was @n o opportunity ffor the Woung
Men'ds Christiun assoclation to take
these men in hand and teach them the
duties of good cjtizens, and ng he saw
uround him the representative men of
Seranton, he Impressed upon them the
power for good they were possessed of
to work In this direction.

Judge Hand said he should have been
glad If Mr. Powderly had béen al the
bar ten vears wgo to eall his attentlon
to the wuy cltizens were made. Ie
then spoke with regard (o the urgency
for Industrinl training and urged the
spiritual phase of the work.

It was nearly midonlght when the
specchmaking ended and the banguet-
ters left the club hous, No definite
plan or proposition had been offered for
establishing Industrial tralning In
